church. "The history of that church 
joins together the two great ages of 
human civilization. No other institu- 
tion is left standing which carries the 
mind back to the times when the

That line 
we trace back in an unbroken series, 
from the pope who crowned Napoleon 
in the nineteenth century, to the pope 
who crowned Pepin in the eighth; and 
far beyond the time of Pepin the 
august dynasty extends, till it is lost 
in the twilight of fable. The republic 
of Venice came next in antiquity. But 
the' republic of Venice was modern 
when compared with the papacy; and 
«the republic of Venice is gone, and the 
papacy remains. The papacy remains, 
not in decay,, not a mere antique, but 
full of life and youthful vigor. 
The 


Catholic church is still sending forth 
to the further ends of the world mis- 
sionaries as zealous as those who land- 
ed in Kent with Augustin; and still 
confronting hostile kings with 
the 


same spirit with which she con- 
fronted Attila. ' The number of her 
children is greater than in any former 
ago. 
Nor do we see any sign which 


indicates that the term of her long do- 
minion is approaching. She saw the 
commencement" of all th3 governments, 
and of all the ecclesiastical establish- 
ments that now exist in the world; and 
we feti no assurance that she is not 
destined to see .the end of them all. 
She was great and respected before 
the Saxon had set foot on Britain— 


cha/ms by asking Leo's arbitration. 
We all know our social system is dis- 
turbed and threatened in a most 
alaiming manner, by evils either real 
or imaginary; how sinister spirits 
sow distrust between capital and la- 
bov, rich and poor, employer, and em- 
ploye, and 
socialism, communism 


and anarchism rally their hosts all 
over the civilized'world for a final 
catastrophe, that is to engulf 
the 


piesent order of society. But from 
the ' Bock of Peter, that venerable 
shepherd of Christ's flock, has sent 
out his grand encyclicals like doves 
of peace over the darkened waters of 
the time, and has instructed the 
bishops, priests and laymen to work 
for the peaceful solution of the social 
question on the basis of Christian 
principles, of justice and charity for 
all, rich as well as poor.

POSTAL PIGTTRES. 


There is. also, he said, an aggre- 


gate appropriation for the postofflce 
department of $153,401,-549 for the 
next fiscal year, as compared with 
8138,000,000 for the current year, 
making a difference of more than 
S50,OOOjpOO in excess of the appro- 
priations for the last congress for the 
postal service. 
This, he explained, 


arises from the enormous increase in 
expenditures 
caused by increased 


postal business: Then, too, he said, 
the rural free delivery • service 
re- 


quired large sums. There was, he 
said, a smaller deficiency than there 
has been in many years in the postal 
receipts as compared with the ex- 
penditures. 
He called attention to 


the fact that the last congress passed 
no river and harbor bill. In the 
first session of this congress, he said, 
$27,000,000 was appropriated 
for 


rivers and. harbors, in. addition to 
which' C20,000,000 was appropriated 
in the sundry civil bill for carrying 
out contracts. He said that while it 
appears that the appropriations of 
this congress. have been largely in 
exceaa of those of the last congress, 
the increase is chiefly made up of 
three items, namely, the f 50,000,000 
for the Panama canal, the increased 
appropriation of $50,000,000. for the 
postal service, and the river and har- 
bor appropriations. 


He concluded by saying that the 


people of the country indorsed these 
itema of increase and that the oppo- 
site political 
party 
concurred in 


them. 


Kr. Bailey (Texas) called up a bill 


amending the river and harbor act 
so as to provide that the 3115,000 
heretofore appropriated 
for certain 


river and harbor improvements in

TALKED TO DEATH. 


The effect of the vote was to dis- 


place the Philippine tariff bill.

The bill had been talked to 
death, 
he said. 
This was not in 


criticism of senators who think that 
in the'closing hours of the session 
this remedy shall not be dealt with 
in an hour. The point he made, he 
said, was that the senate, the execu- 
tive, the house of representatives and 
the public are not fit to govern the

the statue of Clark should represent 
Indiana, and among the republicans 
Senator Barcus stood with a sarcas- 
tic smile. He made no comment, but 
accepted the sincere commiseration 
of the republicans and the feigned 
sympathy of. the democrats with a 
placid face. 


Senator Barcus directly caught the 


eye of the 
presiding 
officer 
and 


moved that the bill be fead by" its 
title and passed over the objections 
of the • governor. The vote on the 
motion was as follows: For-passage 
over the veto, 9; to sustain the gov- 
ernor, 27. 


The governor did not mince words 


in outlining his objections to the 
Barcus bill. He did not pick and 
choose pretty phrases, but hit right 
out from the" shoulder.- 
Clark, ha 


said in substance, was not only not 
a resident of Indiana, he was a traf- 
tor. His veto read: 


"I return - herewith, without 
ap- 


proval, Senate bill 163, proposing to 
provide a statue of George Rogers 
Clark" to be iplaced In the National 
Statuary. .Hall at Washington, D. C. 
SAYS CLARK WAS A TRAITOR. 


"It is obvious-if this bill should 


become a law it would be necessary 
to petition congress to pass, an en- 
abling act before the statue could be 
placed-in'position. There should he 
no!;shadow, resting 'upon the ques- 
tion" of1 citizenship. I c&nnot agree 
with the proposition . that : George 
Bogers Clerk was a- citizen of .Indi- 
ana; certainly not of sufficient Iden- 
tity HE to be generally regarded as 
coming within the intent and spirit 
of the act of' congress conferring 
auch signal honor upon one of our 
citizens • worthy from- every - stand- 
point of this conspicuous mark of ap- 
preciation. That he was a powerful 
agent in advancing the civilization 
of the northwest territory no one will 
controvert. Impartial history, how- 
ever, has.fixed h}s place as a pioneer 
soldier!
